Crash In th e Rain. 
W hile running a t th e 
speed of 
th irty -fiv e m iles an hour and w ith 
less th a n an in sta n t’s w arning, the 
heavy tra in plunged into tw o car 
loads of coal a t the siding used by the 
E lgin Joliet & E astern road for deliv 
ering cars to th e Chicago and N orth­ 
w estern a m ile fr om B arrington. 
E n­ 
gineer Stearns w as peering through 
th e fog, rain and darkness th a t envel 
oped everything a t 7:35 o’clock, th e 
tim e of the accident, w hen suddenly 
h e saw a dark, three cornered shape, 
ta k e form in th e gloom ahead of him . 
Instinctively he reversed his engine 
p u t on th e air brakes and jum ped be­ 
hind th e boiler head.

to adopt th e best course. 
Jum ping

th a t told her of her husband’s tragic 
end, flashed across th e country last 
n ig h t and today she is expected a t 
Chicago.

shortened it by half. 
W ind

W reck. 
The gale of 
w ind th a t blew last 
n ig h t was the cause of th e accident, 
and th e fog th a t cam e w ith it made 
th e deadly w ork more effective. 
The 
siding w here th e accident occurred 
is a long one. I t is used by the Elgin, 
Jo liet & E astern road to sidetrack cars 
th a t are to be transferred to the N orth­ 
w estern. 
On it th ere stood tw o “ gon 
dolas” loaded w ith coal, each of which 
would w eigh forty thousand pounds or 
more. A strong gust of w ind set them 
in m otion, and they 
slowly rolled 
down tow ard th e m ain line. 
Fully a 
mile long w as th eir run, and when 
they reached th e m ain line th e split 
sw itch allow ed th e first one to run 
past w ay beyond it before the wheels 
bound and th e cars, stopped. Had the 
sw itch been an old fashioned one, they 
would have been derailed, b u t th a t 
would have m ade no difference. 
It 
was into th e jagged corners of 
the 
oaded car th a t th e engine plunged, 
ass ing th e obstruction partially in 
lits flight, th e engine was forced from 
th e rails and the coal piled upon the 
dead firem an. 
All the cars were more 
or less w recked, although those aheac. 
suffered most. 
Train W as Running Fast. 
T he train runs a t a good 
rate of 
speed a t th e point w here th e accident 
occurred. 
I t is due to leave B arring­ 
ton a t 7:35 o’clock and does not stop, 
so possibly forty miles an hour was 
th e speed it had attained. 
W ind, rain 
and clouds m ade it so dark th a t a 
view could not be had very far ahead 
of the engine and E ngineer S tearns’ 
w arning cam e in tim e only for him to 
reverse, apply th e brakes and seek a 
place of safety. 
To his coolness, prob* 
ably, is due not onfy his own escape 
but th a t of m any others. 
A w recking crew was sent from 
Janesville as soon as possible last 
n ig h t and another w as dispatched 
from Chicago. 
They a t once w ent to 
w ork and the first train to g et through 
the obstruction cam e to Janesville a t 
11 o’clock this m orning. 
T he lim ited 
due here a t 1:30 a. rn. and several 
other train s were ru n by way of th e 
Galena division la st n ig h t. 
Stearns Says 
H e 
Couldn’t See. 
Engineer Stearns says th a t in such 
darkness, and w ith th e rain pelting 
against th e headlight, he was able to 
6ee but a few yards ahead of th e train. 
The flashing ligh tn in g ra th e r seemed 
to blind him th a n add to his ability to 
see along th e rails. 
T he coal car was 
standing directly on the corner of the 
corssing. 
T he engine w as not more 
th an tw enty yards aw ay from the car 
w hen th e engineer discovered th e ob­ 
struction ahead. 
He sprang to th e air 
brakes and a t th e sam e tim e called 
upon th e firem an to jum p. 
E ngineer 
S tearns succeeded in applying th e 
air 
brakes 
before 
th e 
crash 
came, 
but 
n o t 
in 
tim e 
to 
lessen th e speed of the tra in apprecia­ 
bly. 
The air brakes w ere only fairly 
in action w hen th e pilot of th e engine 
struck th e coal car. 
T he la tte r was 
cut in tw o and its contents scattered 
over th e engine and crossing.

engine did not leave th e rails u n til th e 
fro n t end of th e express car im medi 
ately behind it had come in contact 
w ith th e w recked coal car. T hen beth 
engine and express car jum ped the 
track and were overturned into the 
ditch on th e w est side of th e rails.

Affairs Say the Assumption of Pow­ 
er Since Lamont W ent Away Will 
Be Brought to the Attention of the

General Doe should return to Wash­ 
ington at once.

Six hundred men are 
a t work on this palace and the grounds, 
and Mr. V anderbilt will not allow one 
to be paid less than $1 per day, mak­ 
ing a pay roll alone of 8300,000 and 
$000; OOO yearly. 
Six years will be re­ 
quired to build this magnificent home, 
and in all as many millions will be 
spent in the work, including the 
building of roads, the terracing of 
m ountains—yes, m ountains—the plant­ 
ing of trees and shrubs and other 
features of landscape work. And even 
these extraordinary statem ents give 
you only a faint idea of the m agni­ 
tude of Mr. V anderbilt's plans. 
For several weeks a W agner palace 
car has been standing on the private 
railroad track near the uncompleted 
palace. 
It is named Swannanoa. 
In 
fact, Mr. V anderbilt loves the name 
and uses it whenever possible. 
In 
this car he came from New York to 
personally examine the work of all 
kinds now in progress. 
A year ago he 
usually lived in the car, and confined 
m ost of his inspection to the building 
and roads, but now the farm ing in­ 
terests occupy much of his attention, 
and he has a suite cf rooms in an or­ 
dinary looking two story farm house, 
about three miles from the “m ansion,” 
as the natives around here termed it.

which may be damaging the grain. 
Often he will walk into the field and 
talk w ith the hands at work on some 
detail of planting. 
In short, it is easy 
to see th a t nature has strong attrac­ 
tions for him, and the cultivation of 


trees have been cut away, the under­ 
brush is being taken off, vistas made 
at different points where a superb 
view is afforded and other work is be­ 
ing done which will finally convert 
this place into a vast park similar to 
those found at so many English coun­ 
try places.
